REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses the 
claimed device or method, in particular where the transparent thick-film semiconductor layer has 
chemically etched side face portions with a doped region with the claimed doping concentration range. 
The art of the prior rejection, Shakuda (US 6,107,648 A), does not teach chemically etched side faces, 
and has a doping range which teaches away from applicants invention.
